To @ncourage weed control in 
this grea the municipality is dis- 
tributing 2, 4-D ‘for use on dis- 
trict farms at one dollar per gal- 
lon helow cost price. At this 
rate 2, 4-D will cost from 35 to 
45 cents per acre, depending on 
type of weed, stage of growth and 
intensity of infestation. In gen- 
eral, perennial weeds requite a 
stronger application than annual 
weeds and likewise in the early 
Stage of growth most weeds will 
require a milder applicatién than 
they will in the more advanced 

Complete instructions are on 
the can. Follow them and you 
will have very little difficulty. 
The 2, 4-D-handled by us thia 
Year will be Ethyl Ester 64-oz, 
acid per gallon. 

Everyone needing 2, 4-D this 
summer is urged to place an esti- 
mate of their requirements with 
the municipal secretary or my- 
*self as soon as possible so that we 
will have.some idea of how much 
to order. This estimate may be 
made either in quantity of 2, 4-D 
required or acreage to he 
sprayed.

Solution on how to stop smoking. About his 
new method, he says: “We set out to try for 


corfiplete control over only a ‘segment of the 
day, preferably at the begining. The over- 
user of tobacco sets aside a reasonable period 
at the start of the day and he does not smoke 
in that period of one hour, two hours, three 
hours, no matter how much he wants to. 

“But the instant that time is passed, he 
may smoke as. usual.all the rest of the dav.’ 
Dr. McHugh says this goal is not too diffi- 
cult and that, by using this system smokers 
find that they can control their desire to 
smoke. Pretty soon, the Professor says, 
smokers begin to increase the non-smoking 
part of their day, and, eventually, come to 
the point where they can choose whether or 
not they want to.. 

“When th@y reach this point, the Pro‘es- 
sor. believes, they have brought themselve - 
to a psychological attitude which enables 
them to stop smoking altogether, if they so 
desire.”” The most interesting thing about 
Dr... McHugh's proposal is the fact that it
